MIDEAST I PRISONER SWAP 


RESEARCH TRIANGLE PARK, N.C. I David 
Bradley spent five minutes writing the com- 
puter code that has bailed out the world’s PC 
users for decades. 

The result was one of the most well-known 
key combinations around: Ctrl+Alt+Delete. It 
forces obstinate computers to restart when they 
will no longer follow other commands. 

Bradley, 55, is getting a new start of his 
own. He’s retiring Friday after 2834 years 
with IBM. He joined the company in June 
1975 as an engineer in Boca Raton, Fla. 

By 1980, he was one of 12 working to cre- 


ate the IBM PC. The engineers knew they had 
to design a simple way to restart the computer 
should it fail. Bradley wrote 
the code that did it. 

“I didn’t know it was 
going to be a cultural 
icon,” said Bradley, who 
now works at IBM’s facil- 
ity in Research Triangle 
Park. 

“I did a lot of other 
things than Ctrl+Alt+Delete,” he said. “But 
I’m famous for that one.” (ap) 


U.S. ‘Sure’ 
It Will Nab 
Bin Laden 

Military says terror leaders 
will be caught by year s end 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I The U.S. military is 
“sure” it will catch Osama bin Laden this 
year, perhaps within months, a spokesman 
declared Thursday, but Pakistan said it would 
not allow American troops to cross its bor- 
der in search of the al Qaeda leader. 

“We have a variety of intelligence and we’re 
sure we’re going to catch Osama bin Laden 
and Mullah Omar this year,” said U.S. mili- 
tary spokesman Lt. Col. Bryan Hilferty. He 
declined to comment on where he believed 
bin Laden or Mullah Omar, the former 
Taliban leader, might be hiding. 

Earlier this week, the American com- 
mander of coalition forces in Afghanistan, 
Lt. Gen. David Barno, told the BBC that he 
expects bin Laden to be brought to justice 
by year’s end. 

Meanwhile, seven U.S. soldiers were killed 
when a weapons cache exploded southwest 
of the capital Thursday, making it one of 
the deadliest days yet for American forces 
in Afghanistan. 

The military’s predictions about captur- 
ing bin Laden come as the Army readies a 
spring offensive against Taliban and al Qaeda 
holdouts. A U.S. official hinted Wednesday 
that the offensive might extend into Pakistan, 
but officials there said they would not allow 
American forces to use their territory. 

“We will not allow any foreign troops 
to conduct any operations in Pakistan,” 
Pakistani army spokesman Gen. Shaukat

GREENVILLE, S.C. | Democratic 
presidential contenders agreed in 
a campaign debate Thursday night 
that they must compete successfully 
against President Bush this fall in 
the South, a region that has been 
hard to crack for many of the par- 
ty’s past contenders for the White 
House. 

The debate, broadcast on 
MSNBC, unfolded five days before 
the next round of Democratic con- 
tests, seven primaries and caucuses 
with a total of 269 delegates.

Dean said Thursday he’s focus- 
ing his campaign on winning 
Democratic convention delegates, 
defying conventional wisdom that 
he needs a state victory to keep 
his troubled presidential bid alive.

Bush’s budget shows 
hike in program’s price, 
deficit of $520 billion 

WASHINGTON | President Bush’s new 
budget projects the Medicare over- 
haul he just signed will be one-third 
more costly than estimated and this 
year’s federal deficit will surge past a 
half-trillion dollars for the first time, 
administration and congressional 
officials said Thursday. 

The White House will estimate 
the cost of creating prescription drug 
benefits and revamping the health 
care program for the elderly and dis- 
abled at $534 billion for the decade 
that ends in 2013, the officials said. 
The number will be in the 2005 bud- 
get Bush proposes Monday. 

While muscling the Medicare 
package through Congress in 
November, Bush and Republican 
leaders won pivotal votes by reassur-

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U.S. Releases Teen Detainees 


Youngest Guantanamo 
prisoners returned 
home, Pentagon says 

WASHINGTON | The U.S. military on 
Thursday released three teenage 
boys — believed to be between the 
ages of 13 and 15 — who had been 
accused of supporting the Taliban 
and had been held at the prison for 
terror suspects at Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba, the Pentagon announced. 

The boys were sent back to their 
home country which was not iden- 
tified, the Pentagon said, saying it 


was determined that they no longer 
posed a threat to the United States. 
They have no further value as inter- 
rogation subjects and are not going 
to be tried by the U.S. government 
for any crimes, the military said. 

They were the youngest prison- 
ers at the Guantanamo base, which 
has held hundreds of suspected al 
Qaeda and Taliban fighters since 
the U.S.-led war in Afghanistan that 
followed the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks. 

The boys’ identities were not 
released. In a statement, the 
Pentagon said their identities were 
being kept secret for fear of repri- 


sals against them. 

Two of the boys were captured 
during U.S. and allied raids on 
Taliban camps in Afghanistan; 
the third was captured trying to 
obtain weapons for the Taliban, the 
Pentagon said. Two had been at the 
Guantanamo prison since January 
2002; the third arrived later. 

In November, officials at the 
base said the three were kept apart 
from the other prisoners. They were 
given some freedom of movement 
within their section of the prison, 
and guards said they liked to kick

CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. | With the 
first anniversary of the Columbia 
tragedy just a few days away, NASA 
employees throughout the country 
paused Thursday to remember the 17 
astronauts who lost their lives over 
the years “because we failed.” 

NASA Administrator Sean 
O’Keefe declared that the last 
Thursday in every January be set 
aside as a Day of Remembrance 
within the space agency to honor the 
memory of the crews of Columbia, 
Challenger and Apollo 1. 

Space exploration is dangerous 
enough, and accidents should never 
be the consequence of “complacency. 


indifference, a failure to attend to 
detail,” O’Keefe told employees in 
a televised address. This should be 
everyone’s solemn pledge, he said. 

“They are not with us today 
because when it mattered most, 
we failed. And so it is incumbent 
upon us to remember not just 
today, not once a year, not on the 
anniversaries, but every day, every 
single day that the consequences 
of us not getting it right are cata- 
strophic, and each of those families 
will live with this consequence for 
the rest of their lives.”

Suicide Bomber Targets 
Jerusalem Bus; 10 Dead 


24 -year- old attacker 
worked as member 
of Palestinian police 

JERUSALEM | A suicide bomber 
struck a bus near Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon’s Jerusalem resi- 
dence Thursday, killing 10 Israelis 
and wounding 50 in the deadliest 
attack in four months. 

The blast blew out the back and 
roof of the green city bus and sent 
body parts flying into nearby build- 
ings. Survivors crawled out of bro- 
ken bus windows. The bombing was 
only 50 feet from Sharon’s house, 
but he was away at the time. 

The bomber was a Palestinian 
police officer — causing much 
chagrin within the Palestinian 
Authority, which has been under 
international pressure to use its 


police force to stop such attacks. 

Israel said it would not seal off 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip, a 
routine response to attacks. But the 
military was divided over whether 
to retaliate for the bombing, security 
officials said. Sharon and Defense 
Minister Shaul Mofaz met late 
Thursday to discuss options. 

The bombing was the deadliest 
since a suicide bomber killed 21 peo- 
ple at a seaside restaurant in Haifa 
on Oct. 4. Thursday’s bomber, 24- 
year-old Ali Jaara, was sent by the 
A1 Aqsa Martyrs’ Brigade, an armed 
group with ties to Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat’s Fatah movement. 

Jaara’s father, Munir, said his 
son was the only breadwinner in a 
family of 11, and had been hoping 
to start a family. “I was expecting 
to marry him, not to bury him,” the

KGB Archivist Who Handed

Vasili Mitrokhin, a KGB archivist 
whose defection opened up thou- 
sands of the Russian spy agency’s 
files to the West, has died, the British 
government said Thursday.

BBC’s No. 2 Quits

Another top executive

LO N DO N I The second top BBC execu- 
tive in as many days stepped down 
Thursday as the badly rattled broad- 
caster struggled to respond to harsh 
criticism from a judge who repudi- 
ated its report that the government 
“sexed up” intelligence on Iraq. 

The British Broadcasting Corp. 
apologized for the errors it made in 
the story, which was at the center of 
a furious, months -long battle with 
the government, and Prime Minister 
Tony Blair said he accepted. 

The BBC, which has a uniquely 
powerful place in British life, has 
been shaken badly by Lord Hutton’s 
assessment Wednesday that its 


report was “unfounded” and its 
editorial procedures “defective.” 

BBC director-general Greg 
Dyke, the network’s No. 2, resigned 
after an emergency meeting of the 
board of governors. Board chair- 
man Gavyn Davies, the broadcast- 
er’s top official, quit 
Wednesday after 
Hutton’s judgment 
was announced. 

BBC employees 
have been stunned 
by the report and its 
aftermath, and hun- 
dreds rallied outside the network’s 
offices around Britain to show their 
support for the popular Dyke. Many 
said his departure was unnecessary 
and criticized Hutton for what 
they saw as overly harsh criticism.

Metro Defends 
Weather Delays 


WASHINGTON | Metro is offering no 
apologies for rail delays caused by 
this week’s winter storm. 

Passengers waited at least 40 
minutes for a train Tuesday and 
many were angered 
by the transit sys- 
tem’s performance. 
But Metro General 
Manager Richard 
White said the rail 
system is vulnerable 
to the weather. 

“Half of our system is outdoors. 
We could box this baby up and her- 
metically seal it, then we would be 
fine,” White said. 

The snow and ice posed a simi- 
lar problem for Metrorail during 


last year’s Presidents’ Day storm, 
which dumped 16 to 24 inches of 
snow on the region. The motors of 
the rail cars were damaged, leaving 
about 300 sidelined. Metro didn’t 
return to normal weekday service 
for six days. 

Monday, snow and ice again 
gummed up the motors, leav- 
ing 112 rail cars — 30 percent of 
the agency’s usual service fleet 
— out of commission by Tuesday 
morning. Parts of the system also 
lost power Tuesday because the 
electrified third rail was coated 
with ice. Metro single-tracked 
trains in an effort to clear the 
tracks, which added to the delays.

Splits With Disney 


LOS ANGELES I Pixar Animation 
Studios is ending its relationship 
with The Walt Disney Co. and 
taking its lucrative track record of 
animated blockbusters to another 
studio that will allow it to retain 
ownership of future movies, Pixar 
chief Steve Jobs said Thursday. 

Pixar, which co-produced last 
year’s top-box office draw, “Finding 
Nemo,” has long chafed under its 
contract with Disney, which retains 
the right to make sequels of Pixar 
movies such as “Toy Story.”

under the current arrangement.

Clubs Help Women Master Finances

monthly at a Chicago library, while 
the Money Master$ gather at a cafe 
in Oceanside, Calif 

Both are part of a growing chain 
of money clubs launched last fall 
by financial advisers Ginita Wall 
and Candace Bahr to help women 
educate themselves about person- 
al finance. 

Bahr said she and Wall created the 
non-profit club program for women 
who generally don’t have enough 
money for financial advisers. 


“We wanted them to have a safe 
place to go, so we created the clubs,” 
Bahr said. 

Women can sign up at 
www.moneyclubs.com. After join- 
ing an online group or locating a 
club in their area, they can begin 
working on the 33 “money zones” 
that Wall and Bahr have created. 
It’s all free, and no sales pitches are 
allowed, they said. 

The zone lesson plans prompt 
club members to discuss topics

planning for retirement. Then the 
women apply what they’ve learned 
to their own lives. 

Wall said the Money Clubs site 
also offers 21- day makeovers that 
participants can do individually.

Stewart Trial’s Star 
Witness Postponed 


Doubts raised about 
testimony eentral 
to proseeutions ease 

NEW YORK I A federal judge shut 
down the Martha Stewart trial 
for the rest of the week Thursday, 
postponing the testimony of the 
government’s star witness after 
defense attorneys accused prose- 
cutors of withholding vital infor- 
mation about his story. 

The delay came after doubts were 
raised about what the former law- 
yer for star witness Douglas Faneuil 
recalled about the circumstances 
of the stock sale that triggered the 
case against Stewart. 

Faneuil is the former broker- 
age assistant at Merrill Lynch & 
Co. who sold Stewart’s shares of 
ImClone stock in 2001 on orders 
from Stewart. 

The government says Stewart 
sold the shares because her stock- 
broker and CO -defendant, Peter 


Bacanovic, sent a tip through 
Faneuil that ImClone Systems 
founder Sam Waksal was trying 
to dump his family’s shares. 

But Faneuil’s former lawyer, 
Jeremiah Gutman, gave a state- 
ment to the FBI in 2003 that 
raised questions about whether it 
was Bacanovic or Waksal who had 
ordered Faneuil to 
tip off Stewart. 

In court 
Thursday, defense 
attorneys suggest- 
ed Faneuil had told 
his lawyer he was 
not sure whether it 
was Bacanovic or Waksal. The gov- 
ernment suggested it was Gutman, 
who is in his 80s, not Faneuil who 
could not recall. 

Lawyers for Stewart and 
Bacanovic complained in court 
that Gutman’s FBI statement 
should have been provided to 
them well before Wednesday night.

Panthers, Patriots set for low-seoring eontest 


SUPER BOWL I Two teams built on 
dominating defense not awesome 
offense, rosters bereft of big names, 
coaches with a public persona as 
dry as the Texas sand. 

On the surface, the Carolina 
Panthers against the New England 
Patriots seems a super bore of a 
Super Bowl. 

But, as any NFL linebacker will 
tell you, a defensive struggle has a 
certain beauty of its own. 

“I don’t think it’s going to be bor- 
ing, I think it’s going to be a damn 
good game,” New England lineback- 
er Ted Johnson said. “It’s going to 
be a war of wills, and I think that 
makes for a pretty exciting game.” 


The Panthers’ defense is simple 
power, featuring a front four that 
applies severe pressure, backed 
by solid linebackers and an ever- 
improving secondary. 

The Patriots are more compli- 
cated, adjusting under coach Bill 
Belichick’s tutelage to take advan- 
tage of the weakness of an offense. 

“At the end of the day, I think 
we both play well,” Carolina coach 
John Fox said. “They are two dif- 
ferent styles, but the end results are 
the same.” 

The Panthers blend their strong 
defense with a ball- control offense, 
featuring the running of Stephen 
Davis and DeShaun Foster. It’s not

New England has the closest 
thing to a superstar in Tom Brady, 
who won this game in his second 
pro season two years ago. 

“In my opinion, he’s probably 
the best quarterback we’re going 
to face all year,” Carolina lineback- 
er Dan Morgan said. “We’ve faced 
some good ones, but he’s so precise 
at what he does.” 

To finish as a winner. Panthers 
quarterback Jake Delhomme must 
succeed against a Patriots defense 
that led the league in fewest points 
allowed (14.9), shut out three oppo- 
nents and allowed just one touch- 
down in its last six home games. 
Quarterbacks threw 11 touch- 
downs against New England, 
and were intercepted by the 
Patriots 29 times. 

“I really don’t care if it’s 
3-0,” Patriots defensive 
lineman Richard Seymour 
said. “If we get another ring 
on our fingers, that’s the 
only thing that matters.”

THE PANTHERS I Even by the stan- 
dards of the modern NFL, this is 
not supposed to happen. Yes, the 
Falcons, Rams, Ravens, Giants 
and Patriots rose from obscurity 
to reach recent Super Bowls, but 


none of those teams was two years 
removed from a one-win season and 
a 15 -game losing streak.

An Animated Farce 


Triplets of Belleville’ 
uses old sources to 
refresh a classic form 

F I L M I The way to keep hand- drawn 
cel animation a viable art form 
appears simple: Let the visionar- 
ies draw whatever they want, and 
don’t worry about targeting a spe- 
cific audience. 

Case in point: “The Triplets of 
Belleville,” a wonderfully weird bit of 
French animation that amounts to 
little but a celebration of its creator’s 
bountiful imagination, yet manages 
to enthrall because writer- direc- 
tor Sylvain Chomet is such a solid 
visual storyteller. 

Chomet ’s tale is one of indefati- 
gable determination and love, most 
of it contained within the figure of 
a placid, squat little grandmother 
with chin hair and a clubfoot. 
Madame Souza, as she’s known, is 
raising her grandson. Champion, 
to be a totally aerodynamic Tour 
de France -level cyclist. Champion 
is in the race when he’s kidnapped 
by two goons — chain-smoking and 
mustachioed, with oblong faces and 
square shoulders. 



Together with her dog Bruno, 
who’s prone to witty black-and- 
white dreams, Madame Souza 
tracks Champion and the gang-

— something of a French-accented 
New York, complete with an obese 
Statue of Liberty. 


There, they encounter the 
Triplets of Belleville, an elderly 
trio of former music hall stars and, 
working together, they track down 
Champion and stage an improbable 
escape, with an awesome climactic 
chase sequence. 

Detailing the wacky plot hardly 
articulates what a series of delights 


“The Triplets of Belleville” has to 
offer, nor is it truly possible to 
describe Chomet ’s gleefully poly- 
glot style. He has a ton of influenc- 
es, culled from painting, literature, 
architectural history and animat- 
ed films of the past. But the result- 
ing vision feels entirely new.

The comic crime 
caper ‘Big Bounce’ 
flounders in paradise 

F I L M I Owen Wilson usually makes 
any movie better, simply by show- 
ing up and being Owen Wilson, but 
his easygoing likability is actually a 
liability in “The Big Bounce.” 

The film is based on an early 
Elmore Leonard crime novel 
(which has already been turned 
into a movie once, in 1969, starring 
Ryan O’Neal). Leonard’s language 
has a rich, recognizable clip that’s 
an ill fit on Wilson; he lacks the 
edge needed to match the cadence 
of the dialogue. 

Wilson, as drifter Jack Ryan, 
seems as if he couldn’t care less 
about the plan he’s been dragged 
into to steal $200,000 from sketchy 
real estate developer Ray Ritchie 
(Gary Sinise). He could go surfing 
or he could rob a safe — it doesn’t 
really matter. 

Another problem is that director 
George Armitage (“Grosse Pointe 
Blank”) and writer Sebastian 
Gutierrez (“Gothika”) have moved 
the book’s location from Michigan 
to Hawaii, so the trademark low- 
down-dirty-thief element of 
Leonard’s work seems out of place 
in paradise. 

And we’re repeatedly reminded 
that we’re in Hawaii; what must be 
10 minutes of the film’s scanty 88- 


minute running time consist of cut- 
aways and filler of surfers riding 
gigantic waves in slow motion. 

Giant chunks of time also are 
devoted to ogling Ray’s scheming 
mistress Nancy Hayes (Sara Foster) 
as she parades along the beach in a 
yellow string bikini, or sunbathes 
nude, or manipulates Jack and every 
other man while wearing something 
that could only be held together with 
double -sided tape. 

Nancy is supposed to be the mas- 
termind behind the robbery, but in 
her first film, Foster simply has no 
there there. She’s suitably sexy to 
play the femme fatale, but just 
seems stiff and self-conscious. 

Actors who know what they’re 
doing, meanwhile, are squandered: 
Bebe Neuwirth is relegated to play- 
ing a stereotype as Ray’s miserable, 
drunk wife, and Charlie Sheen has 
sparse screen time (and a bad mus- 
tache) as Ray’s doofus flunkie. 

Morgan Freeman, though, man- 
ages to muddle together his usual 
stately presence as Jack’s boss, a 
motel owner and part-time judge. 
And he takes part in the movie’s best 
scene in which he, Wilson, Willie 
Nelson and Harry Dean Stanton sit 
around a table playing dominoes, 
drinking Wild Turkey and making 
fun of each other. 

More moments like that 
could make a movie worthy of 
Elmore Leonard’s name.

If you owned a home, include the name of your mortgage holder. • The names, addresses and phone numbers of all 
your employers for the past two years. • Your most recent pay stubs for 30-days and W-2 tax forms for the past two years. • Any 
documents that support your claims of income from sources such as Social Security, pensions, interest and dividends. • If you’re 
self-employed, two complete tax returns for the past 2 years, plus financial statements for both the company and yourself. • A 
copy of your divorce decree and settlement agreement if you’re divorced and you claim or are paying alimony and-or child 
support. • Three months of original bank statements and a written explanation of any large deposits. • The purchase and sales 
contract, if you find a house before you apply for a loan.
